Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  qf  America  in  Congress  assembledf 

TITLE  I 

VETERANS 

Section  1.  That  subject  to  such  requirements  and  limitations  as 
shall  be  contained  in  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  President,  aad 
within  the  limits  of  appropriations  made  by  CoogresBy  the  following 

classes  of  persons  may  be  paid  a  peiision: 

(a)  Any  person  who  served  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service 

and  who  is  disabled  as  a  result  of  disease  or  injury  or  aggravation  of  a 
preexisting  disease  or  injury  incurred  in  line  of  duty  in  such  service. 

(b)  Any  person  who  served  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service 
during  the  Spanish-American  War,  including  the  Boxer  llebellion 
and  the  Phihppine  Insurrection,  or  the  World  War,  and  who  is 
pennanently  disabled  as  a  result  of  injury  or  disease:  Provided, 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  titie  shall  deny  a  pension  to  a  Spanish- 
American  War  veteran  past  the  age  of  sixty-two  years  entitled  to  a 
pendion  under  existing  law,  but  the  Prraideint  may  reduce  the  rate 
of  pension  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

(c)  The  widow,  child,  or  children,  dependent  mother  or  father, 
of  any  person  who  dies  as  a  result  of  disease  or  injury  incurred  or 
aggravated  in  hue  of  duty  in  the  active  mihtary  or  naval  service. 

(d)  The  widow  and/or  child  of  any  deceased  person  who  served 
in  the  active  mihtary  or  naval  service  during  the  Spanish-American 
War,  including  the  Boxer  Rebeihon  and  the  Phihppine  Insurrection. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (b)  of  this  section,  the  World 
War  shall  be  deenoM»d  to  have  ended  November  11,  1918. 

Sec.  2.  The  minhnnm  and  maximum  monthly  rate  of  pension 
which  may  be  paid  for  disabililnr  or  death  shidl  be  as  follows:  For 
disabihty,  from  $6  to  $275;  for  death,  from  $12  to  $76. 

Sec.  3.  For  each  class  of  persons  specified  in  subparagraphs  (a) 
and  (b)  of  section  1  of  this  title  the  President  is  hereby  authorized 
to  prescribe  by  regulation  the  minimum  degrees  of  disabihty  and  such 
higher  degrees  of  disabihty,  if  any,  as  in  his  judgment  should  be 
recognized  and  prescribe  the  rate  of  pension  payable  for  each  such 
d^ree  of  disabihty.  In  fiang  rates  of  pensions  for  disability  or  death 
the  President  diall  prescribe  by  regulation  such  differentiation  as  he 
may  deem  just  and  equitable,  in  t£e  rates  to  be  paid  to  veterans  of 
different  wars  and/or  their  dependents  and  to  be  paid  for 

(a)  Disabihties  and  deaths  resulting  from  disease  or  injury  incurred 
or  aggravated  in  line  of  duty  in  war-time  service; 
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(b)  Disabilities  and  deaths  resulting  from  disease  or  injury  incurred 
or  aggravated  in  line  of  duty  in  peace-time  service ; 

(c)  Disabilities  and  deaths  not  incurred  in  service. 

Sec  4.  The  Preadent  shaU  prescribe  by  regulation  (subject  to  the 
provisions  of  section  1  (e)  of  this  title)  the  date  of  the  begmnmg 
and  of  the  termination  of  the  period  in  each  war  subsequent  to  the 
Civil  War,  including  the  Boxer  RebeUion  and  the  Hulippme  Insw^ 
rection,  service  within  which  shall  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  be 
deemed  war-time  service.  The  President  shall  further  prescribe  by 
regulation  the  required  number  of  days  of  war  or  peace-time  service 
for  each  class  of  veterans,  tiie  time  limit  on  filmg  of  claims  for  each 
class  of  veterans  and  their  dependents,  the  nature  and  extent  of 
proofs  and  presumptions  for  such  different  classes,  and  any  other 
requirements  as  to  entitlement  as  he  shall  deem  equitable  and  just. 
The  President  m  establishing  conditions  precedent  may  pr^cnbe 
different  requirements  or  conditions  for  the  ▼eteffw  of  different 
wars  and  their  dependents  and  may  further  subdividfi  the  classes  of 
persons  as  outlined  in  section  1  of  this  title  and  apply  different 
requirements  or  conditions  to  such  subdivisions.  ,  ,r  ,  , 

Sec  5.  All  decisions  rendered  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans 
Affairs  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  the  regulations  issued 
pursuant  tiiereto,  shall  be  fmal  and  conclusive  on  aH, questions  of 
law  and  fact,  and  no  other  official  or  court  of  the  Umted  States  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  review  by  mandaim»  or  oth^wise  any  such 

^^Sec^°6  In  addition  to  the  pensions  provided  in  this  title  tiie  Admmis-

Sec  7  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  subject  to  the  ^eUi- 
eral  direction  of  the  President  and  in  accordance  with  regulations 
to  be  issued  by  the  President  shall  administer,  execute,  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  title  and  for  such  purpose  shall  have  the  same 
authoritv  and  powers  as  are  provided  in  sections  425,  430,  431,  432, 
55^^4^440,  4A2,  443,  444,  447,  450  451  453,  455.

Sec.  12.  That  whoever  m  any  dami  for  benefits  mMer  this  tiU© 
or  by  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  this  title,  makes  any  sworn 
statement  of  a  material  fact  knowing  it  to  be  false,  shall  be  g«ilty 
of  perjury  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  any  person  entitied  to  payment  of  pension  under 
this  titie,  whose  right  to  such  payment  under  this  titie  or  under  any 
regulation  issued  under  this  title,  ceases  upon  the  happening  of  any 
contmgency,  thereafter  fraudulentiy  accepts  any  such  payment,  he 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $2,000  or  by  impnson^ 
ment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Sec.  14.  That  whoever  shall  obtain  or  reoeiv©  any  money,  check, 
or  pension  under  this  titie,  or  regulations  issued  under  tins  titi©, 
without  being  entitied  to  the  same,  and  with  intent  to  defraud  th© 
United  States  or  any  beneficiary  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
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punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $2,000,  or  by  imprisonment  for 

not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.  ^  ^ 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  who  shall  knowin^y  make  or  cause  to  be 
made,  or  conspire,  combine,  aid,  or  assist  in,  agiee  to,  arrant  for, 
or  in  any  wise  procure  the  making  or  presentation  of  a  false  or 
fraudulent  affidavit,  declaration,  certificate,  statement,  voucher,  or 
paper,  or  writing  purporting  to  be  such,  concernmg  any  claim  lor 
hZe&ts  under  this  titie,  shall  forfeit  all  rights,  claims,  and  benefits 
under  this  title,  and,  in  addition  to  any  and  all  other  penalties 
imposed  by  law,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  or 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Sec.  16.  Every  guardian,  curator,  conservator,  committee,  or  per* 
son  le<^ally  vested  with  the  responsibility  or  care  of  a  claimant  or 
his  estate,  having  charge  and  custody  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  of 
money  paid,  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  for  the  benefat  of 
any  minor  or  incompetent  claimant,  who  shall  embezzle  the  same  in 
violation  of  his  trust,  or  convert  the  same  to  his  own  use,  shall  be 

Eunished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $2,000  or  imprisonment  at  hard 
ihot  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  both. 
Sec.  17.  All  public  laws  granting  medical  or  hospital  treatment, 
domiciliary  care,  compensation  and  other  allowances,  pension,  dis- 
ability allowance,  or  retirement  pay  to  veterans  and  liie  dependents 
of  veterans  of  the  Spanish- American  War,  including  ttie  BoxOT 
Rebellion  and  the  Phihppine  Insurrection,  and  the  World  War,  or 
to  former  members  of  the  miUtary  or  naval  service  for  injury  or 
disease  incurred  or  aggravated  in  the  line  of  duty  in  the  military 
or  naval  service  (except  so  far  as  they  relate  to  persons  who  served 
prior  to  the  Spanish-American  War  and  to  the  dependents  of  such 
persons,  and  the  retirement  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Regu- 
^  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard)  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  all  laws  granting  or  pertaining  to  yearly  renewable  term  msur- 
ance  are  hereby  repealed,  but  payments  in  accordance  with  such  laws 
shall  continue  to  the  last  day  of  the  third  calendar  nwnth  foUowmg 
the  month  during  which  this  Act  is  enacted.

Sec.  15.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934,  every  pension 
payable  under  any  private  relief  Act,  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  1  and  17  of  title  I  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  maintain 
the  credit  of  the  United  States  Government",  approved  March  20, 
1933,  shall,  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of  section  18  of  title  I  of 
such  Act,  be  reduced  by  the  same  percentage  as  that  prescribed  for 
the  reduction  of  compensation  of  officers  and  employees  under  section 
3  of  title  U  of  said  Act. 

Sec.  20.  The  President  is  hereby  auf^nzed  under  the  provisions 
of  Pukic  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-thu^  Congress,  to  estabhsh 
such  number  of  special  boards  (the  majority  of  the  members  of 
which  were  not  in  the  employ  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  at  the 
date  of  enactment  of  this  Act),  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  review 
all  claims  (where  the  veteran  entered  service  prior  to  November  1 1 , 
1918,  and  whofie  disabiUty  is  not  the  result  of  his  own  misconduct), 
in  which  presumptive  service  connection  has  heretofore  been  granted 
under  the  World  War  Veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amended,  wherem 
payments  were  being  made  on  March  20,  1933,  and  which  we  held 
not  service  connected  under  the  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  Pub- 
lic Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-third  Congress.  Members  of  such 
boards  may  be  appointed  without  regard  to  the  Civil  Service  laws 
and  regulations,  and  their  compensation  fixed  without  regard  to  the 
Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended.  Such  special  boards  shall 
determine,  on  all  available  evidence,  the  question  whether  service 
connection  ^aU  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  regulations 
issued  pursuant  to  Public  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-third  Congress 
(notwiSistanding  the  evidence  may  not  clearly  demonstrate  the  exist- 
ence of  the  disease  or  any  specific  clinical  findings  within  the  terms 
of  or  period  prescribed  by  regulation  1,  part  I,  subparagraph  (c), 
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or  instruction  numbered  2,  regulation  numbered  1,  issued  under  Pub-

filed  prior  to  March  20,  1933,  may  be  adjudicated  by  the  Veterans' 
Administration  on  the  proofs  and  evidence  received  by  the  Veterans' 
Administration  prior  to  March  20,  1933,  and  any  person  found 
entitled  to  the  benefits  claimed  shall  be  paid  such  benefits  in  accord- 
ance with  and  in  Uie  amounts  provided  by  such  prior  laws:  Provided, 
That  the  payments  hereby  authorized  to  be  made  shall  continue 
only  to  include  June  30,  1933,  and  only  one  original  adjudicatory 
action  and  one  appeal  may  be  had  in  sudh  cases.  Where  a  veteran 
died  prior  to  March  20,  1933,  under  conditions  which  warrant  the 
payment  of,  or  reimbursement  for,  burial  expenses,  such  payment 
or  reimbursement  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  effect 
prior  to  March  20,  1933,  provided  that  claim  for  such  payment  or 
reimbursement  must  be  filed  within  three  months  from  the  date  of 
passage  of  this  Act. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  PubUc  Law  Numbered  2, 
Seventy- third  Congress,  the  decisions  of  such  spedal  boards  ehail 
be  final  in  such  cases,  subject  to  such  appellate  procedure  as  ihe 
President  may  prescribe,  and,  except  for  fraud,  mistake,  or  mis- 
representation, 75  per  centum  of  the  payments  being  made  on  March 
20,  1933,  therein  shall  continue  to  October  31,  1933,  or  the  date  of 
special  board  decision,  whichever  is  the  earlier  date:  Proiided,  That 
where  any  case  is  pending  before  any  one  of  the  special  boards  on 
October  31,  1933,  the  President  may  provide  for  extending  the  time 
of  payment  until  decision  can  be  rendered.  The  President  shall 
prescnbe  such  rules  governing  reviews  and  hoMings  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable.  Payment  of  salaries  and  expenses  of  such  boards 
and  personnel  assigned  thereto  shall  be  paid  out  of  and  in  accord- 
ance with  appropriations  for  the  Veterans'  Administration. 

Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  Numbered 
2,  Seventy-third  Congress,  in  no  event  shall  the  rates  of  compensation 
payable  for  directly  service-connected  disabilities  to  those  veterans 
who  entered  the  active  military  or  naval  service  prior  to  November 
11,  1918,  and  whose  disabiUties  are  not  the  result  of  their  own  mis- 
conduct, where  they  were  ^cept  by  fraud,  mistake,  or  misrepreswi- 
tation,  in'reodpt  of  compensation  on  March  20, 1933,  be  reduced  more 
than  25  per  centum,  except  in  aecOTdance  witii  tiie  r^ulations  issued 
under  Public  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-third  Congress,  pertaining 
to  Federal  employees,  hospitalized  cases  and  cases  of  beneficiaries 
residing  outside  of  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States;  and 
in  no  event  shall  death  compensation,  except  by  fraud,  mistake,  or 
misrepresentation,  being  paid  to  widows,  children,  and  dependent 
parents  of  deceased  World  War  veterans  under  the  World  War 
Yeteraas'  Act  of  1924,  as  ainended,  on  March  20,  1933,  be  reduced  or 
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discontinued,  whether  the  death  of  the  veteran  on  whose  account 
compensation  is  being  pfud  was  directly  or  presumptively  connected 
with  service. 

Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  Pubhc  Law  Numbered  2, 
Seventy-third  Congress,  any  veteran  of  the  Spaiush-American  War, 
induding  the  Boxer  BebeLtion  Mid  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  who 
served  nme^  da3rs  or  more,  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  serv- 
ice, is  fifty-^ve  years  of  age  or  over,  is  60  per  centmn  disabled,  and 
in  need  as  defined  by  the  President,  shall  be  paid  a  pension  of  not 
less  than  $15  per  month. 

Sec.  21.  This  Act  hereafter  may  be  referred  to  as  the  "Independ- 
ent Offices  Appropriation  Act,  1934."

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

VETEEANS  REGULATION  NO.  1  (a) 

Entitlement  to  Pensions 

WHEREAS,  Section  1,  Title  I,  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  "An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
mmit",  provides: 

"Sec.  1.  That  subject  to  such  requirements  and  limitations  as  shall  be  con- 
tained in  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  Prudent,  and  within  the  limitB  of  appro- 
priations made  by  Congress,  the  following  elaases  of  persons  may  be  paid  a  pen- 
sion: (a)  Any  penson  who  served  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  and  who 

is  disabled  as  a  result  of  disease  or  injury  or  aggravation  of  a  preexisting  disease 
or  injury  incurred  in  line  of  duty  in  such  service,  (b)  Any  person  who  served  in 
the  active  military  or  naval  service  during  the  Spanish- American  War,  including 
the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  or  the  World  War,  and 
who  is  permanently  disabled  as  a  result  of  injury  or  disease:  Provided,  Tbat 
nothing  contained  in  this  title  shall  deny  a  pension  to  a  Spanish-American  War 
veteran  past  the  age  (rf  sixty-two  years  entitled  to  a  pension  under  existing  law, 
but  the  President  may  reduce  the  rate  of  pension  as  he  may  deem  proper,  (c)  The 
widow,  child,  or  children,  dependent  mother  or  father,  of  any  person  who  dies 
as  a  result  of  disease  or  injury  incurred  or  aggravated  in  line  of  duty  in  the  active 
military  or  naval  service,  (d)  The  VN-idow  and/or  child  of  any  deceased  person 
who  served  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  durin;r  the  Spanish-American 
War,  including  the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Pliilipmne  Insurrection,  (e)  For 
the  purpose  of  subparagraph  (b)  of  this  section,  the  World  War  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  ended  November  11,  1918." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  autliority  vested  in  me 
by  said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated  cancelling 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  1  and  substituting  therefor  Veterans  Regu- 
laticm  No.  1  (a)  to  read  as  follows:

I.  (a)  For  disability  resulting  from  personal  injury  or  disease  con- 
tracted in  line  of  duty,  or  for  aggravation  of  a  preexisting  injury  or 
(tisease  itoatracted  or  suffered  in  line  of  duty,  when  such  disability 
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was  incurred  in  or  aggravated  by  active  military  or  naval  service 
during  an  enlistment  or  employment  entered  into  on  or  after  Apru 
21, 1898,  and  before  August  13,  1898,  where  the  injury  or  disease  was 
incurred  or  aggravated  prior  to  July  5,  1902;  or  during  an  enlistment 
or  an^oymeitt  wh^  there  was  actual  participation  in  the  Philippine 
Insurrection  on  or  after  August  13,  1898,  and  before  July  5,  1902; 
provided,  however,  that  if  the  person  was  serving  with  the  United 
States  military  forces  engaged  in  the  hostilities  in  me  Moro  Province 
the  dates  herein  stated  shall  extend  to  July  15,  1903;  or  during  an 
enlistment  or  employment  where  there  was  actual  participation  in 
the  Boxer  Rebellion  on  or  after  June  20,  1900,  and  before  May  13, 
1901 ;  or  during  an  enlistment  or  employment  entered  into  on  or  after 
April  6,  1917,  and  before  November  12,  1918,  where  the  disease  or 
injury  was  incurred  prior  to  July  2,  1921;  provided,  however,  if  the 
peroon  was  serving  with  the  United  States  military  forces  in  Russia 
the  dates  herein  shall  be  extended  to  April  1,  1920;  or  where  such 
disability  was  incuired  in  or  aggravated  by  active  military  or  naval 
service  during  an  enlistment  or  employmrait  where  there  was  active 
service  in  the  Spanish-American  War,  or  actual  participation  in  the 
Boxer  Rebellion,  or  Philippine  Insurrection,  or  active  service  in  the 
World  War  during  the  dates  specified,  the  United  States  will  pay  to 
any  person  thus  disabled  and  who  was  honorably  discharged  a  pension 
as  neremafter  provided,  but  no  pension  shall  be  paid  if  the  disability 
w  the  result  of  the  person's  own  ndsconduct. 

(b)  That  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  I  (a)  hereof  every  person 
employed  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  for  90  days  or  more, 
shall  be  taken  to  have  been  in  sound  conditimi  wlien  examined,  ac- 
cepted and  enrolled  for  service  except  as  to  defects,  infirmities  or 
disorders  noted  at  time  of  the  examination,  acceptance,  and  enroll- 
ment, or  where  evidence,  or  medical  judgment  is  such  as  to  warrant  a 
finding  that  tiie  injury  or  disease  existed  prior  to  acceptance  and 
enrollment. 

(c)  That  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  I  (a)  hereof  a  chronic 
disease  becoming  manifest,  to  a  degree  of  10%  or  naore  within  one 
year  ficom  the  date  of  separation  from  active  service  as  set  forth 
tiierein  shall  be  eonsideFed  to  have  been  incurred  in  or  aggravated  by 
service  as  specified  therein  notwithstanding  there  ia  no  record  of 
evidence  of  such  disease  during  the  period  of  active  service;  provided 
the  person  suffering  from  such  disease  served  90  days  or  more  in  tbe 
active  service  as  specified  therein;  provided,  however,  that:  Where 
there  is  affirmative  evidence  to  the  contrary,  or  e\ddence  to  establish 
that  an  intercurrent  injury  or  disease  which  is  a  recognized  cause  of 
such  chronic  disease,  has  been  suffered  between  the  date  of  discharge 
and  the  onset  of  the  chronic  disease,  or  the  disability  is  due  to  the 
person's  own  misconduct,  service  ccmnection  will  not  be  in  order. 

(d)  That  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  I  (a)  hereof  a  preexisting 
injury  or  disease  will  be  considered  to  have  been  aggravated  by  active 
military  service  as  provided  for  therein  vfhett  there  is  an  increase  in 
disability  during  active  service  unless  there  is  a  specific  finding  that 
the  increase  in  disability  is  due  to  the  natural  progress  of  the  disease.

entitle  him  to  two  or  more  of  the  rates  j)rovided  in  tihoee  sulmank 
graphs,  no  specified  condition  being  considered  twice  in  the  deter- 
mination, the  monthly  pension  shall  be  $250.00. 

That  for  the  purposes  of  paragraph  I  hereof  any  person,  who 
on  or  after  April  6, 1917,  and  prior  to  November  12,  1918,  applied  for 
enlistment  or  enrollment  in  the  active  miUtary  or  naval  forces  and 
who  was  provisionally  accepted  and  directed  or  ordered  to  report  to 
a  place  for  final  acceptance  into  such  miliUuy  service,  or  who  on  or 
after  April  6, 1917,  and  prior  to  November  12, 1918,  was  drafted  amd 
after  reporting  pursuant  to  the  call  of  Yob  local  dnrft  board  and  prior 
to  rejection,  or  who  on  or  after  April  6,  1917,  and  prior  to  November 
12,  1918,  after  being  called  into  the  Federal  service  as  a  member  of 
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the  National  Guard  but  before  being  enrolled  for  the  Federal  service 
suffered  an  injury  or  disease  in  line  of  duty  and  not  the  result  of  his 
own  misconduct  wiU  be  conaidared  to  have  incurred  such  disabiUty  in 
active  military  or  naval  service  during  the  period  of  tlie  World  War. 

IV.  The  surviving  widow,  child  or  chudren,  and/or  depend^t 

mother  or  father  of  any  deceased  person  who  died  as  a  result  of 
injury  or  disease  incurred  in  or  aggravated  by  active  military  or 
naval  service  as  provided  for  in  Part  I,  paragraph  I  hereof,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  pension  at  the  monthly  rates  specified  next  below:

Notwithstanding  this  definition  the  Administrator  of 
Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized  to  classify  as  permanent  and 
total  those  diseases  and  disorders,  the  nature  and  extent  of  which  in 
his  judgment  is  such  as  to  justify  such  a  determination. 

2.  Veterans  Regulation  No.  1  (a),  Part  III,  paragraph  I,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  a  new  subparagraph  (h)  to  read  as  follows: 

(h)  Any^  veteran  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  including  the 
Boxer  Rebellion  and  Philippine  Insurrection,  fifty-five  years  of  age 
or  over,  who  is  50  per  centum  disabled,  and  who  meets  the  other 
requirements  of  Part  III  shall  be  paid  a  pension  of  not  less  than  $15 
per  month.

WHEREAS,  Section  9,  Title  I,  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  "An  Act  To  m«int«in  the  cawdit  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment", proYides: 

"Claims  for  benefits  under  this  title  shall  be  filed  with  the  Veterans'  Adminis- 
tration under  such  regulations,  including  provisions  for  hearing,  detennination, 
and  administrative  review,  as  the  Frasident  may  approve^d  payments  Bhm 
not  be  made  for  any  period  prior  to  date  of  application.  When  a  daim  shaU  be 
finally  disallowed  under  this  title  and  the  regulatioas  Issaed  thereunder,  it 
not  thereafter  be  reopened  or  allowed." 

AND  WHEREAS,  Paragraphs  1  and  3  of  Section  20,  Public  No. 
78,  73d  Congress,  entitled  "An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the 
Executive  Office  and  sundry  independent  executive  bureaus,  boards, 
eommissions,  and  offices,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934, 
and  for  other  purposes",  xKrovides: 

"The  President  is  hereby  authorized  under  the  provirions  of  PubKc  Law 
Numbered  2,  Seventy-third  Congress,  to  establish  such  number  of  special  boards 
(the  majority  of  the  members  of  which  were  not  in  the  employ  of  the  Veterans 
Administration  at  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act),  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
to  review  all  claims  (where  the  veteran  entered  service  prior  to  November  11, 
1918,  and  whose  disahilitv  is  not  the  result  of  his  own  misconduct),  m  which 
presumptive  service  connection  has  heretofore  been  granted  under  the  World 
War  Veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amended,  wherein  payments  were  being  made  on 
March  20,  1933,  and  which  are  held  not  service  connected  under  the  regula^ons 
issued  pursuant  to  Public  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-third  Congresa.  Members 
of  such  boards  may  be  appointed  without  regard  to  the  Civil  Service  laws  and 
fegulations,  and  their  compensation  fixed  without  regard  to  the  Claaaification 
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Act  of  1923,  as  amended.  Such  special  boards  shaU  determine,  on  all  available 
evidence,  the  question  whether  service  connection  shall  be  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  issued  pursuant  to  Public  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy- 
third  Congress  (notwithstanding  the  evidence  may 

existence  of  the  disease  or  any  specific  clinical  findings  within  the  terms  of  or 
period  prescribed  bv  regulation  1,  part  1,  subparagraph  (c),  or  instruction  num- 
bered 2,  regulation  numbered  1,  issued  under  Pubhc  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy- 
third  Congress),  and  shall  In  th«r  decisions  resolve  all  reasonable  doubts  in  favw 
<rf  the  veteran,  the  burden  of  proof  in  such  cases  being  on  the  Government. 

"Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  Numbered  2,  Seventy-third 
Congress,  the  decisions  of  such  special  boards  shall  be  final  in  such  cases,  subject 
to  such  appellate  procedure  as  the  President  may  prescribe,  and,  except  for  fraud, 
mistake,  or  misrepresentation,  75  per  centum  of  the  payments  being  made  on 
March  20,  1933,  therein  shall  continue  to  October  31,  1933,  or  the  date  of  special 
board  decision,  whichever  is  the  earUer  date:  Provided,  That  where  any  case  is 
pending  before  any  one  of  the  special  boards  on  October  31^  1933,  the  Fresid^t 
may  provide  for  extending  the  time  of  payment  until  decision  can  be  rendered. 
The  ftesident  shall  prescnbe  such  rules  governing  reviews  and  hearings,  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable.  Pavment  of  salaries  and  expenses  of  such  boards  and  per- 
sonnel assigned  thereto  shall  be  paid  out  of  and  in  accordance  with  appropriations 
for  the  Veterans'  Administration." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  wtue  of  authoiity  vested  in  me  by  said 
laws,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated,  canceling 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  2  and  substituting  Veterans  Regulatioii 
No.  2  (a)  to  read  as  follows: 

Part  I 

EFFECTIVE  DATES  OF  AWARDS  OF  DISABILITY  AND  DEATH  PENSIONS 

AND  PROVISIONS  FOR  FILING  CLAIMS 

I.  The  effective  date  of  an  award  of  pension  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  effective  date  of  an  award  of  pension  shall  be  fixed  in 

accordance  with  the  facts  found,  except  that: 

(1)  No  award  of  disabihty  or  death  pension  shall  be  effective  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  veteran's  separation  from  service,  date  of  the 
veteran's  death,  date  of  the  happening  of  the  contingency  upon  which 
disability  or  death  pension  is  allowed,  or  the  date  of  receipt  of  apph- 
cation  therefor,  whichever  is  the  later  date. 

(2)  Li  the  event  the  claimant's  application  is  not  complete  at 
the  time  of  original  submission,  the  Veterans'  Administration  will 
notify  the  claimant  of  the  evidence  necessary  to  complete  the  applica- 
tion and  if  such  evidence  is  not  received  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  request  therefor,  pension  may  not  be  paid  by  virtue  of  that 
application. 

II.  The  effective  date  of  an  award  of  increased  pension  shall  be 
fixed  in  accordance  with  the  facts  found,  except  that: 

(a)  No  award  of  increased  pension  may  be  effective  for  any  period 
prior  to  the  date  <d  receipt  of  the  evidence  showing  entitiement  thereto. 

(b)  For  tiie  purpose  of  tiiis  Regulation,  increased  penaon  shall  be 
taken  to  mean  any  award  of  pulsion,  amending,  reopening,  or  supple- 
menting a  previous  award,  authorizing  any  payments  not  theretofoie 
authorized  to  the  particular  individual  involved. 

III.  The  effective  date  of  reduction  or  discontinuance  of  compen- 
sation, disability  allowance  and /or  pension  shall  be  lixed  in  accordance 
with  the  facts  found,  except  that: 

(a)  Reductions  and  discontinuances  by  reason  of  Public  No.  2, 
73d  Congiess,     benefits  b^g  paid,  on  tUm  date  of  approval  thereof. 
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pursuant  to  the  laws  in  effect  prior  to  the  date  of  enactment  of  Public 
No.  2,  73d  Congress,  shall,  except  as  provided  for  in  Section  20,  Para- 
graph 3  of  Pviblic  No.  78,  73d  Congress,  and  Veterans  Regulation 
No.  12,  be  June  30,  1933,  the  last  day  of  the  third  calendar  month 
after  the  date  of  enactment  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  unless 
Booner  reduced  or  discontinued  under  the  provisions  of  such  prior  law. 

(b)  Where  disability  or  death  pension  has  been  awarded  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  and  a  reduction  or 
^Uscontinuance  is  thereafter  effected  as  to  rates,  such  reduction  or 
discontinuance  shall  be  effective  the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which 
the  reduction  or  discontinuance  is  approved. 

(c)  Reductions  or  discontinuances  because  of  the  death  of  a  disabled 
person  receiving  a  pension  shall  be  effective  as  of  the  date  of  death. 

(d)  Discontinuance  of  a  pension  because  of  remarriage  or  death  of 
a  Avidow  shall  be  effective  the  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  her 
remarriage,  or  upon  the  date  of  her  death. 

(e)  Discontinuance  or  reduction  of  a  pension  to  or  because  of  a 
child  reaching  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  being  married,  or  dying, 
siiall  be  effective  the  date  next  preceding  the  eighteenth  birthday  or 
next  precedn^  the  date  of  manii^e  or  will  be  effective  upon  the  date 
of  death. 

(f)  Where  there  is  fraud  shown  to  have  been  committed  by  the 
person  receiving  pension  or  with  his  or  her  knowledge  the  effective 
date  of  discontinuance  shall  be  as  of  the  effective  date  of  the  award  to 
such  person. 

(g)  Discontinuance  of  a  pension  because  of  the  receipt  of  active 
service  or  retirement  pay  shall  be  effective  as  of  the  date  next  pre- 
ceding  the  date  of  commencement  of  such  pay. 

IV.  (a)  Pension  payable  to  a  widow  shall  continue  until  deatii  or 
remarriage,  provided,  however,  that  where  pension  is  properly 
dkcontinued  by  reasoa  of  remarriage,  it  shfJl  not  thereafter  be 
recommenced. 

(b)  Pension  to  a  dependent  mother  or  father  shall  continue  during 
dependency  until  death  or  remarriage  of  the  mother  or  father,  whether 
the  dependency  arises  prior  or  subsequent  to  the  death  of  the  veteran, 
except  that  no  pension  shall  be  payable  to  any  mother  or  father  where 
the  dependency  arises  more  than  ten  years  subsequent  to  the  death 
of  the  veteran. 

(c)  Pension  to  or  for  a  child  shall  continue  «ily  until  the  child's 
eighteenth  birthday  or  marriage,  or,  if  permanently  and  totally 
incapable  of  self-support,  as  outUned  in  VetOTims  Regulation  No. 
10  (a),  until  the  child's  marriage  or  death,  but  only  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  permanent  and  total  incapacity  or  until  completion  of 
education  or  training  (but  not  after  the  child  marries  or  reaches  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  whichever  is  the  earlier  date),  when  the  cliild 
is  or  may  hereafter  be  pursuing  a  course  of  instruction  at  a  school, 
college,  academy,  seminary,  technical  institute  or  university  particu- 
larly designated  by  him  and  approved  by  the  Administrator. 

V,  Pension  or  emei^ency  officers'  retirement  pay,  not  paid  during 
tilie  lifetime  of  the  person  entitled  thereto,  i^all  upon  the  death  of  such 
person  be  paid  as  follows:  (a)  Upon  death  of  the  veteran,  first  to  the 
widow;  second,  if  there  is  no  widow,  to  his  child  or  children  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  at  his  death;  (b)  upon  death  of  the  w^idow,  to  her 
children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  her  death;  (c)  upon  the 
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death,  prior  to  payment  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  apportioned  amount, 
of  an  apportionee  of  a  part  of  the  veteran's  pension  or  emergency 
officers'  retirement  pay,  such  apportioned  amount  not  paid  shall  be 
payable  to  the  veteran;  (d)  in  all  other  cases  no  payment  whatsoever 
of  such  pension  or  emergency  officers'  retirement  pay  shall  be  made  or 
allowed  except  so  muck  as  mav  be  necessary  to  rdmburse  the  p^aon 
who  bore  the  expense  of  burial,  provided,  however,  tiiat  no  payment 
shall  be  made  unless  claim  therefor  be  filed  within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  death  of  the  pra^son  entitled  and  perfected  by  the  submis- 
sion of  the  necessary  evidence  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  the 
request  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  therefor.  Such  pension  shall 
include  only  payments  due  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  death  under  then 
existing  ratings  or  decisions. 

VI.  A  specific  claim  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Administrator  of 
Veterans'  Affairs  must  be  filed  by  a  veteran,  who  is  not  already  on  the 
rolls  of  the  Veterans'  Administration,  with  the  Veterans'  Administra- 
tion for  benefits  under  PubUc  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  involvii^;  disabili- 
ties and  deaths  resulting  from  injury  or  duease  incurred  or  a^^vated 
in  line  of  duty  in  war-tmie  or  peace-time  sravice  and  disabmties  and 
deaths  not  incurred  in  service. 

Part  U 

APPEALS 

I.  There  is  hereby  created  in  the  Veterans'  Administration  a  Board 
of  Veterans'  Appeals  under  the  administrative  control  and  supervision 
of  a  Chairman  directly  responsible  to  the  Administrator  of  Veterans' 
Affairs.  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Chairman,  a  Vice 
Chairman  and  not  to  exceed  fifteen  (15)  associate  members  and  such 
other  professional^  administrative,  clerical,  and  stenographic  personnel 
as  are  necessary  in  conducting  hearings  and  in  the  consideration  and 
disposition  of  appeals  properly  before  such  Board  in  accorduice  with 
the  instructions  herein  provided.  Members  of  the  Board,  including 
the  Chairman  and  the  Vice  Chairman,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  wdth  the  approval  of  the  President. 

(a)  The  Chairman  may  from  time  to  time  divide  the  Board  into 
sections  of  three  members,  assign  the  members  of  the  Board  thereto 
and  designate  the  chief  thereof.  If  a  section  as  a  result  of  a  vacancy 
or  absence  or  inability  of  a  member  assigned  thereto  to  serve  thereon 
is  composed  of  a  number  of  members  less  than  designated  for  the 
section,  the  Chairman  may  assign  othw  m^bers  to  the  section  or 
direct  the  section  to  proceed  with  tho  transaction  of  business  witihout 
awaiting  anv  additional  assignment  of  members  thereto.  A  hearing 
docket  shall  be  maintained  and  formal  recorded  hearings  shall  be 
held  by  such  associate  member  or  members  as  the  Chairman  may 
designate,  the  associate  member  or  members  being  of  the  section  wliich 
will  make  final  determination  in  the  claim.  A  section  of  the  Board 
shall  make  a  determination  on  any  proceeding  instituted  before  the 
Board  and  on  any  motion  in  connection  therewith  assigned  to  sudi 
section  by  the  Chairman  and  shall  make  a  report  of  any  such  deter- 
mination, which  report  shidl  oiniatitute  its  final  disposition  of  tiie 
proceeding. 
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(b)  The  determination  of  the  section,  when  unanimously  concurred 
in  by  the  members  of  the  section^  shall  be  the  final  determination  of 
the  Board  except  that  such  Board  on  its  own  motion  may  correct  an 
obvious  error  in  the  record,  or  may  upon  the  badb  of  additional  (MffieUd 
infonnation  from  the  War  or  Navy  Departmwt  reaeh  a  contrary 
conclusion.  In  the  event  of  a  disagreement  among  the  members  of 
the  section  the  concurrence  of  the  Chairman  with  the  majority  of 
members  of  such  section  shall  constitute  the  final  determination  of  the 
Board,  subject  to  correction  only  on  a  showing  of  obvious  error,  or 
when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  a  contrary  conclusion  is  justified 
on  the  basis  of  additional  official  infonnation  furnished  by  the  War 
or  Navy  Department. 

II.  AH  questions  on  claims  involving  benefits  under  the  laws 
administered  by  the  Veterans'  Administration  diall  be  subject  to  one 
review  on  appeal  to  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs,  dedsdons 
in  such  eases  to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Veterans'  Appeals.  Jurisdic- 
tion to  render  final  decisions  on  questions  so  reviewed  on  appeal  shall 
vest  in  the  Board  of  Veterans*  Appeals  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  I.  When  a  claim  shall  be  disallowed  by  the 
Board  of  Veterans'  Appeals  it  may  not  thereafter  be  reopened  and 
allowed  and  no  claim  based  upon  the  same  factual  basis  shall  be  con- 
sidered, except  that  where  subsequent  to  such  disallowance  new  and 
materiu  evidence  in  the  form  of  official  reports  from  the  proper 
service  department  is  secured,  the  Board  of  Veterans'  AppeaJb  majjr 
authorize  the  reonening  of  the  daim  and  review  of  tbe  former  deci- 
sion. The  Board  of  Veterans'  Appeals  shall  in  its  decisions  be  bound 
by  the  Regulations  of  the  Veterans^  Administration,  instructions  of 
the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs,  and  the  precedent  opinions 
of  the  Solicitor. 

III.  Applications  for  review  on  appeal  to  the  Administrator  of 
Veterans'  Affairs  shall  be  filed  (excepting  in  those  claims  involving 
simultaneously  contested  claims,  (see  paragraph X  (a)  hereof))  within 
mx.  months  from  the  date  of  mailing  of  notice  of  the  result  of  initial 
review  or  determination  or  from  July  1,  1933,  whichever  is  the  later 
date.  Applications  for  review  must  be  filed  with  the  activity  which 
entered  the  denial.  If  no  apphcation  for  review  on  appeal  is  filed  in 
accordance  with  this  Regulation  within  the  time  limit  specified,  the 
action  taken  on  initial  review  or  determination  shall  become  final 
and  the  claim  will  not  thereafter  be  reopened  or  allowed,  except  where 
subsequent  to  such  disallowance  new  and  material  evidence  in  the 
form  of  official  reports  from  the  proper  service  department  is  secured 
the  Administrator  of  Veterans^  Affairs  may  authorize  the  reopening 
of  tiie  claim  and  review  of  the  former  decision.  If  application  for 
teview  on  appeal  is  entered  within  the  time  hmit  specified  by  rela- 
tions, a  reasonable  time  thereafter  will  be  allowed,  if  requested^  for 
^e  perfection  of  the  appeal  and  the  presentation  of  additional  evi- 
dence before  final  determination  or  decision  is  made. 

IV.  Exclusive  jurisdiction  for  the  review  of  emergency  officers' 
retirement  claims  covered  by  Section  10,  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
shall  be  vested  in  such  persons  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Adminis- 
trator of  Veterans'  Affairs.  Following  initial  determination  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  govemii^  appUcations  for  review  to  the  Admin- 
istrator of  Vet^ans'  Affairs  as  provided  in  this  Regulation  will  be  for 
application. 
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y.  Application  for  review  on  appeal  may  be  made  in  writing  by  ttie 
claimant,  his  legal  guardian,  or  such  accredited  representatiTe,  or 
authorized  agent,  as  shall  be  selected  by  him.  Not  more  than  one 
reco^zed  organization  or  authorized  agent  will  be  recognized  at  any 
one  time  in  the  prosecution  of  a  daim. 

VI.  Application  for  review  on  appeal  may  be  made  by  anv  member 
of  tiie  Special  Beview  Boards  created  by  Part  III  of  this  Regulation 
and  by  such  officials  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  as  mav  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  at  any  time  within 
the  time  Hmit  provided  by  this  Regulation.  An  application  for  review 
on  appeal  entered  by  a  designated  official  of  the  Veterans'  Adminis- 
tration shall  not  operate  to  deprive  the  claimant  of  th^  right  of  review 
on  appeal  as  provided  in  this  Regulation. 

VII.  In  each  application  for  review  on  appeal  the  name  and  s^viee 
of  the  veteran  on  account  of  whose  service  the  daim  is  based  must  be 
stated,  together  with  the  number  of  the  daim  and  the  date  of  the 
action  from  whidi  the  appeal  is  taken.  The  application  must  clearly 
identify  the  benefit  sought. 

VIII.  Each  application  for  review  on  appeal  should  contain  specific 
assignments  of  the  alleged  mistake  of  fact  or  error  of  law  m  the 
adjudication  of  said  claim,  and  any  application  for  review  on  appeal 
insufficient  in  this  respect  may  be  dismissed. 

IX.  All  cases  received  pursuant  to  application  for  review  on  appeal 
shall  be  considered  and  dedded  in  regular  order  according  to  m&r 
places  upon  the  docket,  unless  for  cause  shown  a  case  may  be  advanced 
on  motion  for  eu^er  consideration  and  determination.  Every  such 
motion  shall  set  forth  succinctly  the  grounds  upon  which  it  is  based. 
No  such  motion  will  be  granted  except  in  cases  involving  interpreta- 
tion of  law  of  general  application  affecting  other  claims,  or  for  other 
sufficient  cause  shown. 

X.  (a)  In  simultaneously  contested  claims  where  one  is  allowed  and 
one  rejected,  the  time  allowed  for  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
review  on  appeal  shall  be  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  notice 
of  the  ordinal  action  to  the  chimant  to  whom  the  action  is  adverse. 
In  such  cases  the  activity  concerned  shidl  promptly  notify  all  parties 
in  mtnwst  of  the  original  action  taken,  expressly  invitii^  attention 
to  the  fact  that  an  application  for  review  on  appeal  will  not  be  enter- 
tained unless  filed  within  the  period  of  sixty  days  herein  prescribed. 
Such  notices  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  parties  in  interest  to  the  last 
known  address  of  record. 

(b)  Upon  the  filing  of  an  application  for  review  on  appeal  in  simul- 
taneously contested  claims,  all  parties  other  than  the  appficant  for 
review  on  appeal  whose  interests  may  be  adversely  affected  by  the 
decision,  shul  be  notified  of  the  substance  th^iBof  Bad  aUowed  thirty 
days  from  date  of  mailing  of  such  notice  within  which  to  file  brief  or 
ai^ument  in  answer  thereto  before  the  reconi  is  forwarded  on  applica- 
tion for  review  on  appeal.  The  notice  herein  referred  to  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  last  known  address  of  record  of  the  parties  whose 
interest  may  be  adversely  affected,  and  such  action  shall  constitute 
suflSicient  evidence  of  notice. 

XI.  An  application  for  review  on  appeal  shall  not  be  ^t^*tai&ed 
unless  it  is  in  conformity  with  paragraphs  I  to  X,  incluaivd. 
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Part  IU 

review  of  presumptive  claims  by  special  review  boards 

I.  For  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  review  of  those  claims  which 
have  heretofore  been  service  connected  by  virtue;  of  stautory  prramnp-- 
tions  as  comprehended  in  Section  20  pf  Pubhc  No.  78,  73a  Congress, 
there  are  hereby  temporarily  created  such  Special  Review  Boards  as 
may  be  necessary,  to  be  located  in  the  regional  areas  of  the  Veterans' 
Administration  as  determined  upon  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans' 
Affairs.  The  Special  Review  Boards  shall  function  in  accordance  with 
this  Regulation  and  such  special  instructions  as  may  be  issued  to  them. 

II.  These  Boards  will  each  be  composed  of  five  members,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  selected  by  the  President  from  personnel  who  were  not 
in  the  employ  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  on  the  date  of  the 
apfiroTal  of  PubUc  No.  78,  73d  Congress,  and  two  employees  shfdl  be 
dMignated  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  £rom  the  person- 
nel of  the  Veterans'  Administration.  The  official  atations  of  thB 
re^ective  Boards  wiU  be  in  the  Veterans'  Administration  FaciUfy  or 
Oflfice  to  which  they  are  assigned  and  the  Manager  of  such  Facility 
or  Office  will  fmnish  such  space,  supplies,  clerical  and  stenographic 
assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  Boards, 
such  clerical  and  stenographic  assistance  to  be  furnished  from  the 
personnel  now  on  the  rolls  of  the  Veterans'  Administration  Facility 
or  Office  concerned. 

III.  The  concurrence  of  any  three  members  of  a  Special  Keview 
Board  shall  constitute  the  decision  of  sndb  Board. 

IV.  The  Special  Beview  Boards  will  grant  hearings  where  indicated, 
such  hemings  to  be  without  expense  as  to  travel  or  per  diem  allowance 
to  the  Government.  When  requested  in  due  time  hearings  wiU  be 
arranged  for  claimants,  their  authorized  representatives  or  qualified 
agents,  and  notices  will  be  dispatched  indicating  the  hour  and  date  on 
which  the  cases  are  to  be  heard.  Claimants'  representatives  or  agents 
will,  however,  be  required  to  respond  at  the  time  and  date  set,  other- 
wise the  Board  will  proceed  with  the  consideration  and  determination 
of  the  claim  and  no  further  arrangement  as  to  hearing  will  be  made. 
Claimants,  their  authorized  representatives,  agents,  or  witnesses 
appearing  before  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  oral  testi- 
mony wm  be  didy  sworn. 

V.  The  jurisdicfion  of  the  Special  Review  Boards  shall  be  confined 
to  a  determination  of  questions  of  service  connection  in  those  cases 
which  were  heretofore  service  connected  by  reason  of  the  statutory 
presumption  of  soundness  at  enlistment  or  by  reason  of  the  first 
proviso  Section  300,  War  Risk  Insurance  Act,  as  amended,  or  by 
reason  of  the  second  proviso  Section  200,  World  War  Veterans'  Act, 
1924,  as  amended,  and  which  are  denied  service  connection  as  a  result 
of  the  review  of  awarded  cases  under  the  provisions  of  Public  No.  2^ 
73d  Congress,  where  the  veteran  had  World  War  service  as  defined  in 
Veterans  Relation  No.  1  (a).  Fart  I,  j^aragraph  I  (a). 

The  Boar^  m  their  determinations  will  be  guided  by  the  following 
principles. 

(a)  The  Special  Review  Boards  shaJl  determine  on  all  available 
evidence  the  question  of  whether  service  connection  shall  be  granted 
under  the  provisions  of  Veterans  Regulations  issued  pursuant  to 
PubUc  No*  2,  73d  Couigress,  (notwithstanding  the  evidence  may  not 
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clearly  demonstrate  the  existence  of  the  disease  or  any  specific  clinical 
fijidings  within  the  terms  of  or  period  prescribed  by  Veterans  Regula- 
tion No.  1  (a),  Part  I,  paragraph  I  (c),  issued  under  Pubhc  No.  2,  73d 
Congress),  and  shall  in  their  decisions  resolve  all  reasonable  doubts 
in  favor  of  the  veteran,  the  burden  of  proof  in  such  cases  being  on  the 
Government,  The  Special  Review  Boards  shall  be  guided  by  the 
principles  enundated  in  Veterans  Regulation  No.  1  (a),  Part  I. 
Howevw,  in  any  case  where  in  view  of  me  peculiar  circumstances  and 
in  the  exerdse  of  sound  jud^ent  it  is  determined  that  the  veteran 
is  entitled  to  service  connection  an  aflSrmative  determination  may  be 
made  even  though  Hteral  adherence  to  such  principles  would  prevent 
the  granting  of  service  connection. 

The  Boards  shall  set  forth  briefly  in  their  decisions  the  reasons 
for  the  conclusions  reached.  Rendition,  by  the  Board,  of  a  dedsion 
in  any  case  shall  terminate  its  jurisdiction  in  such  case. 

(b)  In  then-  determinations  the  Special  Review  Boards  will  view 
the  claim  in  the  hght  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  veteran 
served  in  the  armed  forces  dining  the  World  War,  giving  particdar 
consideration  to  service  in  the  American  ExpeditionaiyForceB  and 
the  zone  of  hostilities,  and  on  the  whole  evidence  of  record  reach  a 
determination  without  reference  to  prior  determinations,  which  is 
proper  under  the  circumstances  of  the  individual  case, 

(c)  The  Boards  in  resolving  all  reasonable  doubts  in  favor  of  the 
claimant  will  not  indulge  in  speculative  theory  in  reaching  their  con- 
clusion. The  Boards  will,  however,  give  due  consideration  to  lay 
evidence  as  well  as  medical  evidence  of  record,  bearing  in  mind  that 
the  evidence  should  be  viewed  in  the  light  of  the  facts  set  forth  raider 
than  the  conclusions  stated  and  that  the  weight  to  be  given  the 
evidence  must  depend  largely  upon  the  loiowledge  and  capaci^  of 
the  individual  giving  the  testimony  concerning  the  subject  or  fact 
about  which  he  testifies. 

(d)  That  provision  of  the  law  which  placed  the  burden  of  proof 
on  the  Government  in  denying  benefits  will  not  be  construed  to 
mean  that  affirmative  evidence  only  may  be  used  as  rebuttal  evi- 
dence, but  such  rebuttal  may  also  be  predicated  upon  sound  medical 
judgment,  negative  e\ddence  of  the  War  or  Navy  Department,  or 
any  other  competent  evidence  av«^ble  relatiiig  to  the  question  at 
issue. 

VI.  The  procedure  covering  the  operation  of  the  Spediai  Review 
Boards  will  be  provided  by  ^e  Administrator  of  Vetearaos'  Ajffairs 
in  an  appropriate  instruction  issued  pursuant  to  provisions  of  this 
Kegulation. 

VII.  The  provisions  in  this  Regulation  covering  the  re\dew  of 
claims  on  appeal  shall  apply  to  the  decisions  of  the  Special  Review 

Boards. 

VIII.  Service  connection  granted  by  Special  Review  Boards  will 
not  thereafter  be  discontinued  except  in  the  event  of  an  appeal,  or  for 
fraud,  misrepresentation,  or  when  it  is  found  by  the  Administrator 
that  such  grant  is  clearly  contrary  to  tliis  Regulation  and  instnictions 
gov«niing  the  opwation  of  the  Special  Review  Boards.

Schedule  for  Rating  Disabilities 

WHEREAS,  Section  3,  Title  I,  of  PubHc  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  "An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment", provides: 

"For  each  class  of  persons  specified  in  subparagraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of  section  1 
of  this  title  the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  by  regulation  the 
minimum  degrees  of  disability  and  such  higher  degrees  of  disability,  if  any  as  in 
his  judgment  should  be  recognized  and  prescribe  the  rate  of  pension  payable  for 
each  such  degree  of  disability.  In  fixing  rates  of  pensions  for  disability  or  death 
the  President  shall  prescribe  by  regulation  such  differentiaUon  as  he  may  deem 
just  and  equitable,  in  the  rates  to  be  paid  to  veterans  cf  dMwrent  wars  and/or 
thdr  dependents  and  to  be  paid  for 

"  (a)  Disabilities  and  deaths  resulting  from  disease  or  mjury  mcurred  or  aggra- 
vated in  line  of  duty  in  war-time  service;  . 

"(b)  Disabilities  and  deaths  resulting  from  disease  or  mjury  mcurred  or 
aggravated  in  line  of  duty  in  peace-time  service; 

*'  (c)  Disabilities  and  deaths  not  incurred  in  service.' 

NOW  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law,  tihe  foUowmg  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated,  cancehng 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  3,  and  substituting  therefor  Veterans

L  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  AffauB  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  adopt  and  apply  a  schedule  of  ratmgs  of  reductions  in 
earning  capacity  from  specific  injuries  or  combmaUon  of  mjunes. 
The  ratings  shall  be  based,  as  far  as  practicable,  upon  the  average 
impainnents  of  earning  capacity  resulting  from  such  mjunes  in  civil 
occupations.  The  schedule  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  provide  ten 
erodes  of  disaWlity  and  no  more,  upon  which  payments  of  pension 
Sail  be  based,  namely,  ten  pwcent,  twenty  per  cent,  thirty  percent, 
forty  percent,  fifty  percent,  sixty  percent,  seventy  percent,  eighty 
percent,  nmety  percent,  and  total,  <m©  hundred  pereent.  Ihe 
Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  shaU  from  time  to  time  readjuftt 
this  schedule  of  ratings  in  accordance  with  experience.  ^

PsoTECTED  Awards

being  ]^iid  to  veterans  disabled,  or  dependents  of  veterans  who  died,  as  the  result 
of  disease  or  injury  directly  connected  with  active  military  or  naval  service 
(without  benefit  of  statutory  or  regulatory  presumption  of  service  connection) 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  laws  in  effect  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  this 
act.  The  term  *  compensation  or  pension'  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  not 
be  construed  to  include  emergency  officers'  retired  pay  refened  to  in  section  10 
6f  this  titie." 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated: 

1.  The  provisions  of  Title  I,  Public  2,  73d  Congress,  and  the  Reg^ 
ulations  issued  pursuant  thereto  shaU  not  be  applicable  to  any  claim 
wherein  compensation  or  pension  is  being  paid  based  on  a  finding 
hpetofore  made  pursuant  to  law  l^at  the  injury  or  disease  causing 
disalnlity  or  death  was  directly  connected  with  active  military  or 
naval  service,  except  where  under  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Public,  2, 
73d  Congress,  and  Regulations  issued  pursuant  thereto  the  rate  of 
disability  or  requirement  as  to  time  of  entry  into  active  service  has 
been  changed  or  payment  is  based  on  a  statutory  allowance.

WHEREAS,  Section  10,  Title  I,  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entiUed  ^'An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
eminent",  provides: 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  title,  any  person  who  served 
as  an  officer  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  during  the 
World  War,  other  than  as  an  o£9cer  erf  the  Regular  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps 
during  the  W<»ld  War,  who  made  valid  application  for  retirement  under  the  pro- 
vidoiu  of  Public  No.  506,  Seventieth  Congress,  enacted  May  24, 1928,  sections  581 
and  582,  title  38,  United  States  Code,  and  who  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act 
has  been  granted  retirement  with  pay,  shall  be  entitled  to  continue  to  receive 
retirement  pay  at  the  monthly  rate  now  being  paid  him  if  the  disability  for  which 
he  has  been  retired  resulted  from  disease  or  injury  or  aggravation  of  a  preexisting 
disease  or  injury  incurred  in  line  of  duty  during  such  service:  Provided^  That  such 
person  entered  active  service  between  April  6,  1917,  and  November  11,  191§: 
Provided,  That  the  disease  or  injury  or  aggravation  of  the  disease  or  injury 
dbectiy  resulted  from  the  performance  of  military  or  naval  duty,  and  that  such 
person  otherwise  meets  the  requirements  of  Hie  regulaUone  which  may  be  issued 
under  the  provimons  of  this  Aet." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated: 

I,  Any  person  who  served  as  an  officer  of  the  Army,  Navy,  or 
Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  during  the  World  War,  other  than 
as  an  officer  of  the  Regular  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  during  the 
World  War,  who  made  valid  application  for  retirment  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Public  506;  70th  Congress,  enacted  May  24,  1928,  sections 
581  and  582,  title  38,  United  States  OcmIo,  and  who  prior  to  thejpassage 
of  PubKc  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  has  been  granted  retirement  with  pay, 
shall,  subject  to  ism^  other  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
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be  issued,  be  entitled  to  continue  to  receive  retirement  pay  at  the 
monthly  rate  now  being  paid  him  if  the  disabihty  for  which  he  has 
been  retired  with  pay  resulted  from  disease  or  injury  or  aggravation 
of  a  preeasting  disease  or  injury,  incurred  in  hne  of  du^  durii^ 
«uch  service  and  is  i^own  to  have  been  heretofore  properly  rated: 
Promdedy  That  such  person  entered  active  service  between  April  6, 
1917,  and  November  11,  1918:  Provided  JurtheVy  That  the  disease  or 
injury  or  aggravation  of  the  disease  or  injury  directly  resulted  from 
the  performance  of  military  or  naval  duty  and  that  the  causative 
factor  therefor  is  shown  to  have  arisen  out  of  the  performance  of 
duty  during  such  service.

VETERANS  REGULATION  NO,  6  (a) 

Eligibility  fob  Domiciliary  or  Hospital  Cab£|  Includino 

Medical  Treatment 

WHEREAS,  Section  6,  Title  I,  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  "An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment", as  amended  by  Section  1,  Pubhc  No.  78,  73d  Congress, 
^titled  ^'An  Act  Making  appropriations  for  the  Executive  Office 
And  sundry  indei>endent  executive  bureaus,  boards,  commissions, 
and  offices,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1034,  and  for  oUier  pur- 
poses", provides: 

"  In  addition  to  the  pensions  provided  in  this  title  the  Administrator  of  Veterans' 
Affairs  is  hereby  authorized  under  such  limitations  as  may  be  prescribed  bv  the 
President,  and  within  the  limits  of  eadsting  Veterans'  Administration  facilities 
io  furnish  to  xnen  discharged  from  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  GcMist 
Guard  for  disabilities  incurred  in  line  of  duty  and  to  Teterans  of  any  war,  includ- 
ing the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  domiciliary  care  where 
they  are  suffering  with  permanent  disabilities,  tuberculosis,  or  neuropsychiatoic 
ailments  and  medical  and  hospital  treatment  for  diseases  or  injuries.'^ 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated  cancelling 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  6  and  substituting  therefor  Veterans  Regu- 
lation No.  6  (a)  to  read  as  follows: 

I.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs,  within  the  limits  of 
Veterans'  Administration  facilities,  is  authorized  to  furnish  domiciliary 
or  hospital  care,  including  medical  treatmeat,  to  the  following  persons 
and  in  the  specified  order  of  preference: 

(a)  To  honorably  discharged  veterans  of  any  war,  including  the 
Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurreetibn,  who  are  suffering 
with  mjuries  or  diseases  which  were  incurred  or  aggravated  in  Hne 
duty  in  the  active  inilitary  or  naval  service  when  in  need  of  hospital 
treatment  for  such  injuries  or  diseases; 

(b)  To  persons  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps^  or  Coast  Guard  for  disabilities  incurred 
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in  line  of  duty,  who  are  suffering  with  injuries  or  diseases  which  were 
incurred  or  aggravated  in  line  of  duty  in  the  active  military  or  naval 
service  when  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  for  such  injuries  or  diseases; 

(c)  To  honorably  discharged  veterans  of  any  war,  iiududing  the 
Boxer  EebelMon  and  the  Fh^ppine  Insurrection^  who  served  in  tbe 
active  miKtarjr  or  naval  service  for  a  perk>d  of  ninety  days  or  more 
who  are  suflwrmg  with  permanent  oisabilities  or  tuberculous  or 
neuropsychiatric  ailments,  which  incapacitate  them  from  earning  a 
living,  and  who  have  no  adequate  means  of  support; 

(d)  To  persons  honorably  discharged  from  the  United  States 
Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  for  disabilities  incurred 
in  line  of  duty,  who  served  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  for 
a  period  of  ninety  days  or  more,  who  are  suffering  with  permanent 
disabilities  or  tuberculous  or  neuropsyehiatric  aiunents,  which  in- 
eapadtate  them  from  earning  a  Hving,  and  who  have  no  adequate 
means  of  support. 

n.  No  clothing  shall  be  furnished  to  any  person  admitted  to  & 
Veterans^  Administration  facility  and  while  a  member  thereof  except 
under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Where  the  person  is  indigent  and  the  furnishing  of  clothing  is 
necessary  to  protect  health  or  sanitation; 

(b)  Where  the  person  requires  special  clothing  made  necessary  by 
the  wearing  of  prosthetic  appliances. 

III.  Reasonable  traveling  and  other  expenses  of  the  person  to  a 
Veterans'  Administration  f acihty  may  be  paid  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  only  when  the  person  is  granted 
prior  authority  to  report  to  a  Veterans'  Administration  fa<^ty  for 
treatment  of  injury  or  disease  incurred  or  a^ravated  in  line  of  duty 
in  the  active  military  or  naval  service.  Upon  completion  of  such  treat- 
ment as  may  be  prescribed  and  regular  discharge  by  the  Veterans' 
Administration,  reasonable  traveling,  and  other  expenses  of  the 
person,  from  the  Veterans'  Administration  facility  to  the  place  from 
which  hospitalized  may  be  paid  in  the  discretion  of  the  Administrator 
of  Veterans'  Affairs.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  person  prior 
to  dischargei  transportation  expenses  (including  preparation  of  the 
body)  for  the  return  oi  the  body  to  the  place  of  residence  or  the  nearest 
National  cemeteiry  may  be  paid  in  the  discretion  of  the  Administrator 
of  Veterans'  Affairs  when  deemed  necessary  and  as  an  administrative 
necessity. 

IV.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  domiciliary,  medical  or 
hospital  care,  including  treatment,  who  resides  outside  of  the  conti- 
nental limits  of  the  United  States  or  its  territories  or  possessions. 

V.  ^  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized  to 
provide  sudi  rules  and  procedure  gOYeming  domicilmry  or  hospital 
care  as  he  may  deem  proper  and  necessaiy. 

VI.  Pension  for  disability  the  result  of  injury  or  disease  incurred  or 
aggravated  in  the  line  of  duly  in  the  active  nulitary  or  naval  service, 
and  emergency  officers'  retirement  pay,  of  any  person  who  is  being 
furnished  hospital  treatment,  institutional,  or  domiciliary  care  by  the 
United  States,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  shall  not  exceed 
$15  per  month,  provided  that  where  such  person  has  a  wife,  cMd  or 
dependent  mother  or  father  the  difference  by  which  the  amount  to 
which  sudi  disabled  person  would  otherwise  be  entitled  exceeds  $16 
inll  be  payable  to  the  wHe,  child  or  depetidmt  mother  or  ^ther,  aa 
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may  be  prescribed  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs.  Where 
any  disabled  person  having  neither  wife,  diild  nor  dependent  mother 
or  father,  is  being  maintained  by  the  Govemm«it  of  the  United 

States,  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  in  an  institution  and  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  to  be  insane, 
the  pension  for  such  person  shall  thereafter  not  exceed  $15  per  month 
80  long  as  he  shall  be  maintained  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  pohtical  subdivision  thereof,  in  an  institution;  provided, 
however,  that  in  any  case  where  the  estate  of  such  perstm  derived 
from,  funds  paid  under  ^e  War  Bisk  Insurance  Act,  as  amended,  the 
World  War  veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amended,  the  several  pension  acts 
and/or  this  Act  equals  or  exceeds  $1,500,  any  payments  of  poison 
being  made  will  be  discontinued  until  the  estate  derived  from  sudi 
funds  is  reduced  to  $500.  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  also 
be  applicable  to  pensions  for  disability  the  result  of  injury  or  disease 
incurred  after  active  mihtary  or  naval  service,  except  that  the  amount 
payable  while  the  veteran  is  in  the  institution  shall  be  $6.00  per 
month  instead  of  $15.00  per  month.  As  to  pulsion  payable  on 
account  of  service  prior  to  the  Spanish- American  War,  the  amount 
payable  while  the  veteran  is  in  the  institution  shall  be  $16.00  per 
month  in  all  cases. 

VII.  Where  a  disabled  person  entitled  to  i>6nBion  under  Public 
No.  2,  73d  Congress,  or  emergency  ofl&cers'  retirement  pay  is  a  patient 
in  a  Veterans'  Administration  facility,  or  where  for  any  other  reason 
the  disabled  person  and  his  wife  are  not  Uving  together,  or  where  the 
child  or  chilcfren  are  not  in  the  custody  of  the  disabled  person,  or  m 
the  custody  of  the  widow,  the  amount  of  the  pension  may  be  appor- 
tioned as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans*  Affairs. 

VIII.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  authorized  to  con- 
tinue horoital  care  of  those  persons  properly  admitted  under  the 
laws  in  effect  prior  to  March  20, 1933,  until  such  time  as  &ey  may  be 
discharged  without  jeopardizing  thdr  health  or  life.

"  In  addition  to  the  pensions  provided  in  this  title  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'

to  fuiniah  to  men  discharged  from  the  Armj,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast 
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Guard  for  disabilities  incurred  in  line  of  duty  and  to  veterans  of  any  w«ir,  including: 
the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  domiciliary  care  where  they 
are  suffering  with  pernianent  disabilities,  tuberculosis,  or  neuropsychiatric  ail- 
ments  Mid  medical  and  hospital  treatment  for  diseases  or  injuries.'^ 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated  cancelling^ 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  7  and  Bubstitutmg  (heirefor  Veterans 
Regulation  No.  7  (a)  to  read  as  follows: 

I.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs,  within  the  limits  of 
Veterans'  Adniinistration  facilities,  is  authorized  in  his  discretion  to 
furnish  to  honorably  discharged  veterans  of  any  war,  including  the 
Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  and  to  men  honorably 
discharged  from  the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or 
Coast  Guard  for  disabilities  incurred  in  line  of  duty,  such  medical, 
surgical  and  dental  services  as  may  be  found  to  be  reasonably  neces- 
sary for  diseases  or  injuries  incurred  or  aggravated  in  ^e  line  of  duty 
in  the  active  military  or  naval  service.  Such  persons  may  also  be 
famished  with  such  supplies  including  dental  appliances,  wheel 
cliairs,  artificial  limbs,  trasses,  and  sunilar  apphances,  including 
special  clotiiing  made  necessary  by  the  wearii^  of  prosthetic  appli- 
ances, as  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  may  determine  to  be 
useful  and  reasonably  necessary,  which  dental  appliances,  wheel 
chairs,  artificial  limbs,  trusses,  special  clothing,  and  similar  appliances 
may  be  procured  by  the  Veterans'  Administration  in  such  manner, 
either  by  purchase  or  manufacture,  as  the  Administrator  of  Veterans 
Affairs  may  determine  to  be  advantageous  and  reasonably  necessary.

WHEREAS,  Section  17,  Title  I,  of  PubKc  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  "An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States 
Government'^,  provides: 

All  public  laws  granting  medical  or  hospital  treatment,  domiciliary  care,  com- 
pensation and  other  allowances,  pension,  disability  allowance,  or  retirement  pay 
to  veterans  and  the  dependents  of  veterans  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  includ- 
ing the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  and  the  World  War,  or 
to  former  members  of  the  military  or  naval  service  for  injury  or  disease  incurred 
or  aggravated  in  the  lhae  of  duty  m  the  military  or  naval  service  (except  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  persons  who  served  prior  to  the  Spanish*American  War  and  to  the 
dependents  of  such  persons,  and  the  retirement  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of 
the  Regular  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard)  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  all  laws  granting  or  pertaining  to  yearly  renewable  tei-m  insurance  are  hereby 
repealed,  but  payments  in  accordance  with  such  laws  shall  continue  to  the  last 
day  of  the  third  calendar  month  following  the  month  during  which  this  Act  is 
enacted.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  President  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  reviewed  all  allowed  claims  under 
the  above  referred  to  laws  and  where  a  person  Ib  found  entitled  under  this  Act. 
aoHiotiae  pt^mmt  w  aUowaiace  <tf  b^Mfite  in  aeeozdance  with  the  provisiont  m 
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this  Act  commencing  with  tiia  first  day  of  the  fourth  calendar  month  foliowuig 
the  month  during  which  this  Act  is  enacted  and  notwithstanding  the  provisicms 
of  section  9  of  this  Act,  no  further  claim  in  such  cases  shall  be  required:  Provided, 
That  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  interfere  with  payments  heretofore 
made  or  hereafter  to  be  made  under  contracts  of  yearly  renewable  term  insurance 
which  have  matured  prior  to  the  date  of  enactment  of  this  Act  and  under  which 
payments  have  been  commenced,  or  on  any  judgment  heretofore  rendered  in  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  any  suit  on  a  contract  of  yearly  renewable  term 
insurance,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  rendered  in  any  such  suit  now  pending; 
Provided  further,  That,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  pre- 
seribe,  allowances  may  be  granted  for  burial  and  funeral  expenses  and  trancfporta- 
"tion  of  the  bodies  (including  preparation  of  the  bodies)  of  deceased  vet^ans  <rf 
any  war  to  the  places  of  burial  thereof  in  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $107  in  any  one  case. 

*'The  provisions  of  this  title  shall  not  apply  to  compensation  or  pension  (except 
as  to  rates,  time  of  entrj'"  into  active  service  and  special  statutory  allowances), 
being  paid  to  veterans  disabled,  or  dependents  of  veterans  who  died,  as  the  result 
of  disease  or  injury  directly  connected  with  active  military  or  naval  service 
(without  benefit  of  statutory  or  r^ulatory  presumption  of  service  connection) 
pursuant  to  the  providons  of  the  laws  in  effect  on  the  date  of  enactment  of  this 
Act«  The  term  ^compensation  or  pension'  as  used  in  this  paragraph  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  emmgiNicy  officers'  retired  pay  r^arred  to  in  section  10  of 
this  title." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated: 

I.  Yearly  renewable  term  insurance  in  cases  where  the  insured  has 
disappeared  and  such  insurance  is  being  continued  by  payment  of 
premiums  as  required  by  law  may  be  converted  into  any  form  of 
level  premium  life  or  endoA\Tnent  insurance  provided  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Application  for  conversion,  together  with  remittance  to  cover 
at  least  one  monthly  premiimi  shall  be  filed  with  the  Veterans'  Ad- 
ministration within  31  days  finom  the  date  of  notice  of  this  ri^ht.  If 
any  such  insurance  is  not  converted  within  the  time  prescnbed  idl 
rights  under  such  insurance  shall  cease  and  terminate. 

II.  When  an  insured  under  yearly  renewable  term  insurance  is 
recei\dng  insurance  benefits  on  account  of  a  total  permanent  disability 
award  and  such  award  is  terminated,  the  insured  shall  be  entitled  to 
convert  the  amount  of  such  yearly  renewable  term  insurance  (com- 
muted value  of  the  remairung  unpaid  installments)  into  any  form  of 
level  premium  life  or  endowment  insurance  provided  by  the  Govern- 
ment. Application  for  such  conversion,  together  with  a  remittance 
to  cover  at  least  one  monthly  premium,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Vet- 
erans' Adnmustration  within  31  days  from  the  date  of  notice  of  this 
right.  Any  yearl^r  renewable  term  insurance  in  such  cases  that  is 
not  converted  within  the  prescribed  time  shall  cease  and  terminate. 
Paragraphs  R-3141  and  3142  of  Regulations  &  Procedure,  Veterans' 
Administration  (United  States  Veterans'  Bureau)  are  hereby  amended 
accordingly. 

III.  Payments  under  contracts  of  yearly  renewable  term  insurance 
(including  automatic  insurance)  which  have  matured,  and  imder  which 
payments  have  been  commenced  prior  to  March  20, 1933,  or  on  any 
judgment  heretofore  rendered  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in 
any  suit  on  a  contract  of  yearly  renewable  term  insurance  (including 
autcNDoiatic  insurance),  or  whim  may  hereafter  be  rendered  in  any 
such  suit  pending  in  court  on  March  20,  1933,  may  hereafter  be  made. 

IV.  Further  payment  of  benefits  on  account  of  the  death  of  an 
insured  to  whom  yearly  renewable  term  insurance  (including  auto- 
matic insurance)  benefits  have  been  awarded  and  are  being  paid  in 
accordance  with  paragraph  III  of  this  fipgulation  shall  be  made  in 
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accordance  with  the  World  War  Veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amendedi  »ad 
precedents  in  effect  thereunder. 

V.  Except  as  stated  above,  no  payments  may  hereafter  be  made 
under  contracts  of  yearly  renewable  term  insurance  (including  auto- 
matic msurance)  and  all  pending  claims  or  claims  here^ter  filed  for 
such  benefits  shall  be  disallowed.

"That  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  prescribe,  allowsnceB 
may  be  granted  for  burial  and  funeral  expenses  and  transportati^  of  the  bodies 
(including  preparation  of  the  bodies)  of  deceased  veterans  <rf  any  War  to  Mm 
places  of  burial  thereof  in  the  sum  not  to  exceed  $107  in  any  one  ease." 

NOW,  THEREP^ORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law,  the  following  Regulation  is  hereby  promulgated  cancelling 
Veterans  Regulation  No.  9  and  substituting  Veterans  Regulation 
No.  9  (a),  to  read  as  follows:

n.  Where  an  honorably  discharged  veteran  of  any  war  dies  after 
discharge,  tlie  Administrator,  in  his  discretion  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  circumstances  in  each  case,  shall  pay,  for  burial  and  funeral 
expenses  and  transportation  of  the  body  (indudmg  preparation  of  the 
body)  to  the  place  of  burial,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $75  to  cover  such 
«»d  to  be  paid  to  such  person  or  persons  as  mav  be  prescribed 
by  *he  Admimstrator.  Burial  allowance,  or  anv'  part  thereof, 
authorized  under  this  Regulation,  shall  not  be  pavable  if  the  veteran's 
net  assets  at  the  time  of  death,  exclusive  of  debts  and  accrued  pen- 
sion, compensation,  or  insurance  due  at  time  of  death,  equal  or  exceed 
the  sum  of  $1,000.  The  Administrator  may,  in  his  discretion,  make 
contracts  for  burial  and  funeral  services  within  the  limits  of  the 
amount  herem  allowed  without  regard  to  the  laws  prescribing  adver- 
tisement for  proposals  for  supphes  and  services  for  the  Veterans'  Ad- 
mmistration.  No  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  sum  allowed 
because  of  any  contribution  toward  the  burial  and  funeral  (including 

county,  or  other 

pohtical  subdivision,  lodge,  union,  fraternal  organization,  society  or 
benehcial  organization,  msurance  companv,  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Comiiussiun,  State  Industrial  Accident  Board,  or  emjdoy^,  but 
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the  aggregate  of  the  sums  allowed  from  all  sources  shall  not  exceed 
the  actual  cost  of  the  burial  and  funeral  (including  transportation). 

III.  Where  death  occurs  in  a  Veterans'  Administration  facihty  the 
Veterans'  Administration  will  (a)  assume  the  actual  cost  (not  to 
exceed  $75.00)  of  burial  and  funeral  and  (b)  transport  the  body  to 
the  place  of  residence  or  to  the  nearest  National  cemetery  or  such 
other  place  as  the  next  of  kin  may  direct  where  the  expense  is  not 
greater  than  the  ascertained  cost  of  transportation  to  place  of  resi- 
dence. Where  the  ascertained  cost  of  transportation  to  a  place 
directed  by  the  next  of  kin  exceeds  the  amount  allowed  in  accordance 
with  (b)  hereof,  such  allowable  amount  shall  be  available  for  reim- 
bursement purposes  or  partial  payment  in  such  manner  as  the  Ad- 
ministrator may  determine. 

IV.  Claims  for  reimbursement  must  be  filed  within  one  year  sub- 
sequent to  the  date  of  death  of  the  veteran.  In  the  event  the  claim- 
ant's application  is  not  complete  at  the  tbne  of  original  submission, 
the  Veterans'  Administratimi  will  notify  the  claimant  of  the  evidence 
necessary  to  complete  the  application  and  if  such  evidence  is  not 
received  within  six  months  of  the  date  of  the  request  therefor,  no 
allowance  may  be  paid.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

VETERANS  REGULATION  NO.  10 

Miscellaneous  Provisions 

WHEREAS,  Section  4,  Title  I,  of  PubKc  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  "An 
Act  to  maintem  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Government", 
provides: 

"The  President  shall  prescribe  by  regulation  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 1  (e)  of  this  title)  the  date  of  the  beginning  and  of  the  termination  of  the 
period  in  each  war  subsequent  to  the  Civil  War,  including  the  Boxer  Rebellion 
and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  service  within  which  shall  for  the  purposes  of 
thu  Act  be  deemed  war-time  service.  The  President  shall  further  prescribe  by 
regula^on  the  required  number  <rf  days  of  war  or  peace-time  service  for  each 
class  of  veterans,  the  time  limit  on  filiz^  erf  clmms  for  each  class  <rf  veterans  and 
toeir  dependents,  the  nature  and  extent  of  proofs  and  presumptions  for  such 
different  classes,  and  any  other  requirements  as  to  entitlement  as  he  shall  deem 
equitable  and  just.  The  President  in  establishing  conditions  precedent  may 
prescribe  different  requirements  or  conditions  for  the  veterans  of  diflferent  wars 
aiid  their  dependents  and  may  further  subdivide  the  classes  of  persons  as  out- 
Hned  in  section  1  of  this  title  and  apply  different  requirements  or  conditions  to 
•oeh  subdivisions." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law,  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated: 

I.  The  beginning  and  termination  dates  of  the  wars  shall  be:  The 
World  War,  April  6,  1917  and  November  11,  1918,  but  as  to  service 
m  Russia,  the  ending  date  shall  be  April  1,  1920;  the  Spanish- 
Am^can  War,  April  21,  1898  and  August  13,  1898;  the  Philippine 
Insurrection,  August  13,  1898  and  July  4,  1902,  but  as  to  engagements 
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m  the  Moro  Province,  the  ending  date  shaU  be  July  15,  1903;  the 
Boxer  Kebellion,  June  20,  1900  and  May  12,  1901. 

II.  The  term  "military  or  naval  forces"  shall  mean  the  Armv,  the 
Nayj^  the  Marme  Corps,  the  Coast  Guard,  the  Naval  Reserves,  the 
National  Naval  \  olunteers,  and  all  other  branches  of  the  United 
States  service  while  serving  pursuant  to  law  with  the  Army  or  Navy. 

III.  The  term  "person  who  served"  shall  mean  a  person,  whether 
male  or  female  and  whether  commissioned,  enlisted,  enrolled  or 
drafted,  who  was  finally  accepted  for  actire  service  in  the  military  or 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  members  of  training  camps  author- 
ized by  law,  and  such  other  persons  heretofore  recognized  by  statute 
as  having  a  pensionable  stotus. 

IV .  The  term  "veteran  of  any  war"  shall  include  the  following  per- 
sons: World  War— Any  officer,  enlisted  man,  member  of  the  Army 
Nurse  Corps  (female)  or  Navy  Nurse  Corps  (f(!male)  who  was  em- 
ployed m  the  active  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  on 
or  after  April  6,  1917,  and  before  November  12,  1918,  provided, 
however,  if  the  person  was  serving  with  the  United  States  military 
forces  in  Russia  the  dates  herein  shall  be  extended  to  April  1,  1920- 
Spanish-Amencan  War— Any  oflacer  or  enlisted  man  who  was  em- 
ployed in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  on 
or  after  April  21,  1898,  and  before  August  13,  1898,  including  those 
women  who  served  as  Army  nurses  under  contracts  on  or  after  April 
.21,  1898,  and  before  August  13,  1898,  provided,  that  for  the  purposes 
of  hospitalization  the  term  "veteran  of  any  war"  shall  include  persons 
who  served  overseas  as  contract  surgeons  of  the  Army  on  or  after 
April  21,  1898,  and  before  August  13,  1898;  Philippine  Insurrection— 
Any  officer  or  enlisted  man  employed  in  the  active  military  or  naval 
service  of  the  United  States,  including  those  women  who  served  as 
Aj-my  nurses  under  contracts,  who  actually  participated  in  the  Philip- 
pme  Lisurrection  on  or  after  August  13, 1898,  and  before  July  5,  1902, 
provided,  however,  if  the  person  was  serving  in  the  United  States 
mihtaiy  forces  engaged  in  the  hostilities  in  the  Moro  Province  the 
e»diiig  date  shall  be  July  15,  1903;  Boxer  Rebellion— Any  officer  or 
enlisted  man,  including  those  women  who  served  as  Army  nurses 
under  contracts,  employed  in  actual  participation  in  the  Boxer  Rebel- 
hon  on  or  after  June  20,  1900,  and  before  May  13,  1901.

VII  The  term  "mother"  or  "father"  shall  mean  a  natural  mother 
or  father  of  the  veteran,  or  mother  or  father  of  the  veteran  through 
legal  adoption. 

injury  or  disease  will  be  deemed  to  have  been  incurred 
"m  line  of  duty"  when  the  person  on  whose  account  benefits  are 
claimed  was,  at  the  time  the  injury  was  suffered  or  disease  contracted, 
m  the  active  service  in  the  military  or  naval  forces,  whether  on  active 
duty  or  on  authorized  leave  for  a  period  of  time  which  does  not 
materially  interfere  with  the  performance  of  his  regular  routine  of 
duty,  unless  it  appears  that  the  mjuiy  or  disease  has  been  caused  by 
misconduct  on  his  part: — ^Provided,  however,  the  requirement  will  not 
be  met  if  it  appears  that  at  the  time  the  injury  was  suffered  or  disease 
contracted,  the  person  on  whose  account  benefits  are  claimed  (1)  was 
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avoiding  duty  by  deserting  the  ser\ace  or  by  absenting  himself  ^\^thout 
leave;  (2)  was  absent  from  his  organization  or  other  post  of  military 
or  naval  duty  on  a  furlough  or  leave  of  absence  which  materially 
interferes  with  the  performance  of  regular  routine  of  duty;  (3)  was 
confined  under  sentence  of  court  martial  or  civil  court  or  was  r^stio^ 
lawful  arrest;  (4)  was  relieved  from  all  active  performance  of  duty  by 
command  of  his  superior  officer  as  a  result  of  the  intemperate  use  of 
drugs  or  alcoholic  liquor  or  because  of  injury  or  disease  contracted  or 
suffered  as  a  result  of  his  own  misconduct;  (5)  was  acting  in  disobe- 
dience of  the  lawful  orders  of  his  superior  officer  or  in  violation  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  his  organization;  or  (6)  whether  at  his  post  or 
lawfully  absent,  if  the  injury  or  disease  was  in  fact,  caused  by  some- 
thing not  involving  misconduct  but  done  in  pursuing  some  private 
business  or  avocation. 

Where  the  injury  or  disease  occurs  while  on  leave,  the  burden  of 
proof  shall  be  on  the  claimant  to  show  that  it  was  incurred  in  the  line 
of  duty,  but  where  the  injury  or  disease  occurs  while  at  camp  or 
post  of  duty,  the  burden  shall  be  upon  tlie  Government  to  show  that 
the  disability  wa^  not  in  line  of  duty. 

IX.  A  disability  will  be  held  to  have  resulted  from  misconduct 
when'  it  is  due  to  venereal  disease,  unless  it  is  affirmatively  shown 
that  the  disease  was,  in  fact,  innocently  acquired,  other  than  through 
the  sexual  relation,  or  when  caused  by  an  act  of  commission  or  omis- 
sion, wrong  in  itself;  or  by  an  act  contrary  to  the  principles  of  good 
morals ;  or  as  a  result  of  gross  negligence,  gross  careleiraness,  alcoholison, 
drug  addiction,  self-infliction  of  wounds,  etc.

Whenever  the  pension  payable  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any 
person  is  terminated  by  the  happening  of  the  contingency  upon 
which  it  is  Umited,  the  pension  thereafter  for  the  remaining  benefi- 
ciary or  beneficiaries,  if  any,  shall  be  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  payable  to  them  if  they  had  been  the  sole  original  beneficiaries. 

XIII.  Not  more  than  one  pension  shall  be  pa3^ble  to  any  one 
individual  except  that  the  receipt  of  a  pension  by  a  widow,  child,  oi 
parent  on  account  of  the  death  of  any  person  shall  not  bar  the  payment 
of  a  pension  on  account  of  the  death  of  any  other  person. 

XIV.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized 
to  incur  necessary  court  costs  and  other  expenses  incident  to  proceed- 
ings for  the  commitment  of  mentally  incompetent  veterans  to  a 
Veterans'  Administration  Hospital  or  Home  when  necessary  for  treat- 
ment or  domiciUary  purposes. 

Xy.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized  to 
provide  for  necessary  expenses  in  connection  with  the  appointment  of 
fiduciaries  for  mcompetoit  or  minor  beneficiaries  where  to  charge  the 
estate  of  such  incompetent  or  minor  would  unduly  deplete  such  estate ; 
and  to^  incur  necessary  expenses  in  connection  with  the  removal  or 
supervision  of  such  fiduciaries. 

XVI.  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized 
to  recognize  representatives  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  American 
Legion,  the  Disabled  American  Veterans,  the  Grand  Aimj  oi  the 
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Republic,  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars,  and  such  other  organizations  as  he  shall  approve,  in  the  presen- 
tation of  claims.  HoweTer*  no  such  representative  shidl  be  recognized 
until  a  certificate  has  been  filed  in  the  Veterans'  Administration,  under 
such  rules  as  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  may  prescribe, 
certifying  that  no  fee  or  compensation  of  whatsoever  nature  shall  be 
charged  veterans  or  the  dependents  of  veterans  for  service  rendered. 
The  rules  prescribed  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  shall 
contain  a  provision  requiring  in  each  claim  the  filing  of  a  power  of 
attorney  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  Adm^istiratCH'  of  Veterans' 
Affairs  may  prescribe. 

XVII.  "The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  authorized, 
undco*  such  rules  as  he  may  prescribe,  to  rec<^nize  agents,  attorneys, 
or  other  peraqns  in  the  presentation  of  claims.  The  rules  prescribed 
by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  may  require  of  such  persons, 
agents,  and  attorneys,  before  being  recognized  as  representatives  of 
claimants,  that  they  shall  show  that  they  are  of  good  moral  character 
and  in  good  repute,  possessed  of  the  necessary  qualifications  to  enable 
them  to  render  such  claimants  valuable  service,  aibd  otherwise  compe- 
tent to  advise  and  assist  such  claimants  in  the  presentation  of  their 
daims  and  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  maj,  after  notice 
aiid  opportunity  for  a  hearing,  suspend  or  delude  from  further  prac- 
tice belore  the  Veterans'  Administration  any  such  person,  agent  or 
attorney  shown  to  be  incompetent,  disreputable,  or  who  refuses  to 
comply  with  the  said  rules  and  regulations,  or  who  shall  with  intent 
to  defraud,  in  any  manner,  deceive,  mislead,  or  threaten  any  claimant, 
or  prospective  claimant,  by  word,  circular,  letter  or  by  advertisement. 
The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  further  authorized  to  de- 
termine and  pay  fees  in  pension  claims  to  such  persons,  agents  and 
attorneys,  and  to  prescribe  rules  governing  entitlexnfflat  to  and  the 
amount  and  mode  of  payment  of  such  fees  in  accordance  with  secticms 
111,  114  and  115,  titie  38,  U.S.a 

XVIII.  The  phrase  "entitled  to  any  benefits"  as  used  in  section  9, 
title  I,  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  means: 

(a)  Any  person  in  receipt  of  monetary  benefits  on  the  date  of 
enactment  of  this  Act  whose  right  to  receive  monetary  benefits  con- 
tinues under  the  provisions  of,  and  regulations  issued  pursuant  to, 
this  Act. 

(b)  Any  person  whose  claim  heretofore  or  hmaft^  filed  proceeds 
to  an  adjudication  under  this  Act  resultuag  in  an  award  of  monetary 
benefits  while  such  award  continues. 

The  phrase  "participate  in  any  determination  or  decision  with 
respect  to  any  claim  for  benefits  under  this  Title  "  as  used  in  section  9, 
title  I,  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  means: 

(a)  Any  person  acting  within  the  limits  of  constituted  authority 
who  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  determination  or  decision 
involving  the  exercise  of  discretion  in  the  aUowaoce  or  disidlowaBee 
of  monetary  benefits, 

(b)  Any  person  acting  within  the  limits  of  constituted  authority 
who  jointly  with  others  having  similar  authority  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  determination  or  decision  involving  the  exercise  ^ 
ducretion  in  the  allowance  or  disallowance  of  monetary  benefits,

Disclosure  of  Information  and  FuaNxsaiNG  Cofibs  of  KscQsoa 

WHEREAS,  Section  7,  Title  I,  of  Public  No.  2,  73d  Congress, 
entitled  ' '  An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  oi  tJa»  IJi^ted  States  GoYern* 
meat",  piovides: 

"The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  subject  to  the  general  direction  of  the 
Ptesident  and  in  accordance  with  regulations  to  be  issued  by  the  I^ident  shall 
administer,  execute,  and  enforce  the  provinons  of  tiiis  title  and  for  such  purpose 

shall  have  the  same  authority  and  powers  as  are  provided  in  sections  425,  430, 
431,  432,  433,  434,  440,  442,  443,  444,  447,  450,  451,  453,  466,  467,  458,  459, 
469a,  459c,  459d,  459e,  459f,  title  38,  U.S.C.,  and  such  other  sections  of  title  38, 
U.S.C.,  as  relate  to  the  administration  of  the  laws  granting  pensions." 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  said  law,  the  fdlowing  regulation  ia  hereby  prommgatedr 

I.  All  files,  records,  reports  and  other  papers  and  documents 
pertaining  to  any  claim,  whether  pending  or  adjudicated,  shall  be 
deemed  confidential  and  privileged,  and  no  disclosure  thereof  shall  be 
made  except  as  follows: 

(a)  To  a  claimant  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  or  representative 
as  to  matters  concerning  himself  alone  when,  in  the  jud^ent  of  the 
Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs,  such  disclosure  would  not  be 
injurious  to  the  physical  or  mentai  health  of  the  claimant; 

(b)  When  required  by  process  of  a  United  States  Vontt  to  be 
produced  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  l^^in  pending  or  when  such  pro- 
duction is  deemed  by  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  to  be 
necessary  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  brought  under  the  World  War 
Veterans^  Act,  1924,  as  amended; 

(c)  When  required  by  any  Department  or  other  agency  of  the 
United  States  Government ; 

(d)  In  all  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  an  inquest  into  the  m^tal 
competency  of  a  claimant; 

(e)  In  any  judicial  proceed|ings  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Adniinistrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  such  disclosure  is  deemed  necessary 
and  proper; 

(f)  The  amount  of  pension  of  any  beneficiary  shall  be  made  known 
to  any  person  who  applies  for  such  information,  and  the  Administra- 
tor, with  the  approval  of  the  President,  upon  determination  that  the 
pubhc  interest  warrants  or  requires,  may,  at  any  time  and  in  any 
manner,  publish  any  or  all  infonnation  of  recora  pertaining  to  any 
daim; 

(k)  The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  in  his  discretion  may 
aumorize  an  inspecticm  of  Veterans'  Administralion  records  by  duly 

authorized  representatives  of  recognized  organizations. 

II.  Any  person  desiring  a  copy  of  any  record,  paper,  etc.,  in  the 
custody  of  the  Veterans'  Administration,  which  may  be  disclosed 
under  the  above  provisions,  must  make  written  aj)plication  for  same 
to  the  Veterans'  Administration,  stating  specifically: 

(1)  The  particular  record,  paper,  etc.,  a  copy  of  which  is  desired 
and  wheth^  citified  or  uncertified; 

(2)  The  purpc^  for  whidi  sudi  copy  is  desired  to  be  vaed. 
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The  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  authorized  to  fix  a  schedule 
of  fees  for  copies  and  certifications  of  such  records.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 

VETERANS  REGULATION  NO.  12 

Pbesumphok  of  Entitmsment  to  Pensions  fob  Spanish-Wab 
Vetebans  and  Cebtain  Widows,  Chiu>ben  and  Dependent 
Pabents  of  Deceased  Wobld  Was  Vetebans. 

WHEREAS  Section  4,  Titie  I,  of  PubUc  No.  2,  73d  Congress  en- 
titled, "An  Act  To  maintain  the  credit  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment", provides: 

"The  President  shall  prescribe  by  regulation  (subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
1  (e)  of  this  title)  the  date  of  the  beginning  and  of  the  termination  of  the  period 
in  each  war  subsequent  to  the  Civil  War,  including  the  Boxer  Reljellion  and  the 
Philippine  Insurrection,  service  within  which  sliall  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  be 
deemed  war-time  Bervice.  The  President  shall  further  prescribe  b-"'  regulation  the 
required  number  of  days  of  war  or  peace-time  service  for  each  class  of  veterans, 
the  time  limit  on  filing  of  claims  for  each  class  of  veterans  and  their  dependents) 
the  nature  and  extent  of  proofs  and  presumptions  for  such  different  classes,  and 
any  other  requirements  as  to  entitlement  as  he  shall  deem  equitable  and 'just. 
The  President  in  establishing  conditions  precedent  may  prescribe  different 
requirements  or  conditions  for  the  veterans  of  different  wars' and  their  dependents 
and  may  further  subdivide  the  classes  of  persons  as  outlined  in  section  1  of  this 
title  and  apply  different  requirements  or  conditions  to  such  subdivisions." 

AND  WHEREAS,  it  is  realized  that  veterans  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  tJie  Boxer  Rebellion  and  tiie  Fliilippine  Insurrec- 
tion, who  have  heuretofore  received  a  pension,  having  in  mind  the 
period  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  cessation  of  hostilities, 
will  be  at  a  decided  disadvantage  in  endeavoring  to  secure  e\^dence 
showing  that  their  injury  or  disease  was  incurr^  in  line  of  duty  in 
the  active  miUtary  or  naval  service: 

AND  WHEREAS,  it  is  realized  that  those  widows,  children  or 
dependent  parents  of  deceased  veterans  of  the  WorW  War  who  have 
heretofore  received  compensation  mider  &e  presumptive  provisions 
of  the  World  War  Veterans'  Act,  1924,  as  amraided,  will  likewise  be 
at  a  disadvantage  in  endeavoring  to  secure  evidence  to  show  that 
the  injury  or  disease  from  which  the  veteran  died  was  incurred  in 
the  line  of  duty  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by 
said  law  the  following  regulation  is  hereby  promulgated: 

I.  Veterans  of  the  Spanish- American  War,  including  the  Boxer 
Rebellion  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  and  every  widow,  child  or 
children,  depend^t  father  or  mother  of  a  deceased  Worid  War 
veteran  who  were  in  receipt  of  pension  or  coinpensation  at  the  date  of 
efflaetment  of  Public  No.  2, 73d  Congress,  shall  be  entitled  to  contmue 
to  receive  a  pension  under  this  Act  at  the  rate  being  paid  them  on  the 
date  of  enactment  of  PubUc  No.  2,  73d  Congress,  it  being  presumed 
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that  the  injury  or  disease  causing  the  disability  or  death  was  incurred 
in  Uie  line  of  duty  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service  during  either 
the  Spanish-Ameriea  War,  including  the  Boxer  Rebellion  and  Philip- 
pine Insurrection,  or  the  Worid  War,  but  such  presumption  shall  be 
rebuttable  and  the  Administrator  of  Veterans'  Affairs  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  cause  to  be  reviewed  all  such  claims,  and 
where  on  the  basis  of  medical  judgment  or  aflSrmative  evidence  it  is 
determined  that  the  injury  or  disease  causing  disability  or  death  was 
not  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty  in  the  active  military  or  naval  service, 
to  discontinue  payment  of  pension  as  of  the  last  day  of  t^e  calendar 
month  during  which  such  determination  is  made.
